U.S. Patent 5,550,701 to Nadd et al . , "Power MOSFBT with 
Overcurrent and Over- Temperature Protection and Control Circuit 
Decoupled from Body Diode, H discloses a power integrated 
circuit which contains a power MOSFET and a control circuit in 
a common chip.
